Her son, Henry Brooke, was often 
engaged in mountain feuds and a few 
years ago lo«> his life in a raid made 
on his own illicit distillery. 
“Aunt Jinny” was known to all the 
older people of the southwest part 
of the couaty and all who knew her 
recognized in her a strength of char­ 
acter seldom seen in any woman. Un- 
. .til very recently her strong mind re­ 
called many of her own early strug­ 
gles and she could talk intelligently 
on many subjects, she is said to havt 
several relatives living in the state 
and also in the west but since the 
dea h of her son Henry whom she 
loved dearly she ha* made her home 
with his wife who married aftrtn. Her 
home has been for a generation or 
1 more near the once noted Kenlook 
Spüngs near Winston county, a place 
that long lost its interest however 
before, it was absorbed by the Ala­ 
bama Forest Reservation but 
will 
l»kely regain its popularity under con­ 
trol of the I'orestry department.
